Year's plea for war tim e economy to 
assist the United States in financing 
itself and the allies was issued to­ 
night by the federal reserve board in 
the form of a suggestion to banksjto 
promote thrift cam paigns in their 
committees. 
Banks are urged to tell the people 
that by saving, they 
serve 
their 
country in these four ways: 
1. 
They enable our own govern­ 
ment and our allied governm ents to 
obtain the goods required with the 
requisite speed. As everybody knows, 
time is a most im p o rtan t factor in 
this juncture. 
Coal, copper, steel, 
and foodstuffs are cases in point. 
2. 
By saving goods not required 
by the government they release cor­ 
responding quantities for export to 
other countries in 
exchange, 
for 
which needed supplies m ay be ac­ 
quired. 
To illustrate: 
If everybody 
in the United States w ould cut down 
consumption of cotton and woolen 
goods even to a slight am ount, goods 
to the value of m illions of dollars 
would be available for export and 
could be made the basis of exchange 
t0 pay for much needed supplies of 
copper and nitrates for ourselves and 
beef and wheat for the use of our al­ 
lies, obtained in South America. 
3. 
By consuming goods in small­ 
er amounts, not only are goods saved 
but money Is saved, and the people 
thus put In a position to absorb and

Dec. 31.—-'What the 
beginning of the new year finds at 
the battle fronts is outlined by Sec­ 
retary Baker in his weekly review 
of niiilt&ry operations issued tonight 
by the war department.

White the operation of American 
troops at the front has been con­ 
fined to narrow limits the secretary 
says their presence has heartened 
the allies and increased faith in final 
victory. 
“The battle for 
Cambrai,” com­ 
ments Secretary Baker, “proved the 
German defensive positions could be 
broken and taken. 
The full advant­ 
age was not taken of the early sue- , 
cesses gained by the British neverthe­ 
less the disaster to German arm s 
in this battle was the most serious 
since the Marne. 
“The French, by the capture of the 
Chemin des Dames have secured th© 
key to the Laon area.

line of defense remains unshaken. 
“ Detachments of our own forces 
have engaged the 
enemy.

The brief tim e at our disposal does 
not permit a satisfactory review of 
the men w h o built up Methodism in 
our section of this com m unity; yet 
even a b rief glimpse of t h a t history 
compels o u r interest and commands 
our ad m iratio n of the m en and wo­ 
men who w e r e the pioneers in this 
part of th e Master's vineyard. 
The rec o rd s show th a t in 1821, 
ninety six y e a r s ago, Joseph Basey a 
local p re a c h e r who had settled near 
Jerseyville, 
preached th e first Ber 
mon In M organ county and continued 
his pioneer labors until the settle­ 
ments were organized into a circuit. 
The first society was formed in Ja ck ­ 
sonville in 1821. 
John 
Glanvilie 
who 
was 
on 
Sangamon 
Circuit 
formed a class in the house of John 
Jordan in t h e east part of town. This 
continued to be the preaching place 
tor several years. 
The first Meth­ 
odist church In Jacksonville was built 
of brick in 
1830 on E ast Morgan 
street, a little south of th e present 
Centenary church. 
The g ro w t h of the society during 
the succeeding 20 years appears to 
have dictated a division of the field 
of operations, for the Illinois Confer­ 
ence of 18 50 organized the territory 
west of M ain street into the West 
Jacksonville 
charge and appointed 
Rev. Jam es L. Crane the preacher in 
charge. 
T h e first meeting for or­ 
ganization, to which all class leaders 
and stew ards living in th e territory 
of the W e st Jacksonville ch arg e were 
called, was h e l d in the office of Judge 
William T h o m a s on Oct. 14, 1850.

Miss Ida L. Marsh, Mrs.

his carriage and soon we w ere usher­ 
ed into tile comfort of his own hos­ 
pitable home. 
Mrs. Capps and her 
daughters, Miss Emma Capps, Mrs. 
Martha Capps Oliver, recently m ar­ 
ried, and Effie united in a welcome 
so kind and cordial th a t misgivings 
took flight; helpful hands divested 
us of our wraps and the baby was 
taken from my m other’s tired arm s 
to get acquainted with the big kitty 
cat. 
T here was no confusion, no 
hint of over crowding as Mrs. Capps 
made the 
new parsonage 
family 
knowrn to her household. 
Mr. W il­ 
liam Capps and his bride were there 
temporarily; Mr. Stephen Capps and 
his wife Ithoda, a young m atron, 
had their hom e in the same yard, and 
two other tall sons helped us find 
places 
as we gathered 
a/bout the 
abundant supper tuble. 
T here was 
talk with jest and laughter, and lat­ 
er, when evening prayer was said 
and all 
were com Co eta: bl y tucked 
away to rest, the m inister’s eldest 
little daug hter knew that her father 
had come to serve the very nicest 
church in th e conference, a decision 
that thru fifty years has not been 
reversed. 
Always from the home of Mrs. 
Sarah Capps 
the 
white 
covered 
basket has been carried on com­ 
munion Sa»hbath. 
The hands of Mrs, 
Capps and her daughters have pre­ 
pared the bread and wine, and have 
kept white the linen for o u r L ord’s 
table. 
It has been a tenderly beau­ 
tiful service for woman’s hands to 
give, and Miss Emma Capps and Mrs. 
Oliver, even in the failing health of 
recent years, have hesitated to re­ 
linquish this sacram ental duty in­ 
herited from the mother whose life 
was so consecrated to her M astor’s 
service. 
As a teacher in the Sab­ 
bath School Mrs. Capps for a while 
had a class of several Chinese boys 
from one of the laundries.

Mrs. Rhoda 
i Tomlin Capps, beloved of all, gave 


I her most active service in the church 
to the Sunday school and the Mis­ 
sionary Societies. 
The tablet in the 
tower room is a memorial to her de­ 
voted labors. 
In the passing of Mrs. 
Joseph L. Capps, so actively identl- 
j tied with the woman’s w ork for this 
‘ new church, and with the Passavaut 
I Hospital Aid (Society, of Elizabeth 
Capps in her young womanhood, and 
of Mrs. M artha Capps Oliver, 
we 
keenly feel our loss. 
T h e ir gracious 
service in all the finer tilings of life 
will long be remembered. 


During and Immediately following 
the years of the civil war th e “ Wo­ 
m an’s Afternoon 
Class 
Meeting,” 
held once a week, was a valued op­ 
portunity for soul culture, and for 
the prayerful consideration of sulb- 
ejcts and affairs now provided for In 
the missionary societies, the W. C. 
T. U., the W om an’s Club and other 
social service 
organizations which 
have replaced the earlier phase of 
the w om an’s movement otw ard self 
development and com m unity better­ 
ment. 
In the homes of Mrs. William 
Thomas and of Mrs. M argaret Rock­ 
well these class meetings were co n­ 
tinued beyond the tim e when in most 
places they had been given up. 
Mrs. 
Rockwell was possessed of a deeply 
sensitive spiritual nature, and a con­ 
scientious sense of duty. 
L ike Timo ­ 
thy, she had been instructed from her 
childhood, and 
thru adversity anet 
bereavement her abiding faith did 
not falter. 
Mrs. R ockw ell’s mother, 
Mrs. Wilkinson, spent h er declining 
years in her daughter's home, and I 
can still see her slender form as 
she stood welcoming those w ho came 
to the class meeting; her delicate 
white cap framed her saintly face 
and her gentle hand clasp was a 
benediction. 
Mrs. Rachel King, of 
blessed memory, 
usually led this 
meeting and naturally!

made of the liquor traffic th a t was 
destroying men in soul and body and 
bringing homes to ruin. 
Women of 
all churches took part in this move­ 
ment, that 
originating 
in 
Ohio, 
spread with more or less force thru- 
out the country. 
Miss Israel was 
one of the fearless leaders and with 
her were others of our church, whose 
sympathies were so stirred by the 
prevailing drunkenness in this com­ 
munity as elsewhere, th a t they sum ­ 
moned courage to follow those who 
led the way. 
This crusade was pre­ 
cursor of the W om an’s C hristian 
Temperance Union, of which nearly 
every woman in this church became 
a member and a wearer of the white 
ribbon. 
Miss Israel was for a num ber of 
years the leader of the philanthropic 
w’ork undertaken by th e people of 
our city. 
While she was a member 
of this church and was loyal and 
helpful in all its interests, her activi­ 
ties were not confined to her service 
here— it reached to the rem otest cor­ 
ner of the city. 
“ Aunt iHetty” as 
sh-> was 
familiarly called by 
her 
fi.ends, in the 
fall of every year 
managed a dinner which was served 
in the opera house, now Arm ory Hall. 
After the noonday dinner there was 
often a supper, and alw ays an even­ 
ing program of tableaux, music and 
whatever might be of interest and 
am usem ent; light refreshm ents were 
served thruout the evening. 
"A unt 
H etty’s ” dinner was not only a bene­ 
fit for public charity b u t was a so­ 
cial event. 
Women of all churches 
cooperated and vied with each other 
in sending 
the viands 
th a t htey 
could fliest prepare. 
To be asked to 
serve in the kitchen or at table or 
in the program s was an honor to be 
coveted. 
Among th© m any from this 
church who helped w ere Mrs. Mar­ 
garet Turley, Mrs. T im othy Cham ­ 
berlain, Mrs. Josiah G orham , Mrs. 
Henry Johnson, 
m other 
of Mrs. 
Bhuff. Misses Mary and Annie Brown, 
daughters of Judge W illiam (Brown, 
Miss Lizzie King, H annah Tomlin­ 
son, afterw ards Mrs. W elch, Miss 
Belle Ktnrnan, and m any who are 
scattered afar and others who are 
still with us. 
The proceeds of the* 
entertainm ents w-ere expended in re­ 
lief work during th© cold months 
that followed. 
Perhaps It 
was the 
success of 
“ Aunt Hetty's” Dinners, and the ex­ 
perience gained therein, that gave 
her and the other women of our 
church courage 
to u ndertak e the 
catering for 
th© 
annual Morgan 
County Fair at Hie time when during 
Bishop C ranston’s pastorate th© new 
church was built in 1872. 
In the 
erection of that church, as In this, 
the women devotedly dedicated their 
services to help in m eeting the ex­ 
pense of building 
an d furnishing. 
“ Aunt Hetty,” 
Mrs. Turley, 
Mrs. 
Rockwell, Mrs. Henry Johnson and 
Mrs. Ellas Koemer with the co-op­ 
eration of every one else served three 
meals a day during the fair, which 
brought crowds similar to the Chau­ 
tauqua gatherings of today, and this 
was done for three successive years.

The annual report of George P.
